Root, for the purpose of storing:about 
one hundred and forty tons of timothy 
hay. Of this amount, about fifty tons 
had been stored in the: premises, and 
the balance would have been hauled 
this week. Both the barn and contents 
are a complete loss, the value of the 
building being estimated at $500, and 
the loss to Mr. Root is placed at $700, 
with no insurance carried. ‘The office 
and stock of the Revelstoke Lumber 
Company across the street, was threat- 
ened for some time by falling sparks. 

The machinery was removed from 
the Massey-Harris implement ware- 
rooms adjoining, as the buildirg was 
in imminent danger, but fortunately 
was saved.

Calgary, Nov..17.—At least a dozen 
hail insurance companies, discour- 
aged by the heavy losses of the last 
two years, have decided to withdraw 
from the Alberta field, so J. F. Quig- 
ley, of the Quigley agencies, stated 
Saturday. This year, the hail loss, Mr. 
Quigley estimated, was approximately 
$1,500,000 and last year the loss was 
about $2,000,000. A direct result will 


ve an increae in rates next year. 


“However, there is really nothing to 
worry about,” Mr. Quigley continued, 
“for there is no doubt that opportunity 
will be furnished the farmers to in- 
sure against hail.

FOR SCHOOL WORK. 


Red Deer, Nov. 16.—Speaking of the 
present inefficiency prevailing in the 
rural schools and outlining a system 
for the reorganization of their admin- 
istration, the Hon. Perren Baker, pro- 
vincial minister of education, address- 
ed a large gathering of teachers and 
Red: Deer citizens here at the United 
church: last‘evening.. Theaddress was 
in connection withthe aninual teach- 
ers’ convention of this district start- 
ing that afterncon at the high school 
assembly hall. : 

The minister at first spoke on con 
ditions in the rural school from the 
teachers’ and pupils’ viewpoint. There 
was little money future for the 
teacher in this field and after spend- 
ing many years in this work the man 
or woman could not command a sal- 
ary of more than a thousand dollars, 
being at precisely the same place as 
they started. Owing to this few of 
them stayed with tthe work and the 
result was a fresh crop of raw teach- 
ers each year, filling the vacated 
posts, and these going cn in turn. This 
system did not give the pupils the 
chance they deserved and would get 
could the future be made attractive 
enough to hold the teachers 

He proposed that, to rectify this, 
the educational taxation should be 
,taken away from rural school boards 
and put in the hands of the govern- 
ment who would set a fixed mill rate 
for the province. 

There should be twenty school di- 
visions, each division comprised of 
one hundred and fifty schools and 
this number divided into five wards. 
Bach unit would have a delegate in 
the higher body. The divisions would 
have a superintendent with two 
highly competent teachers as assist- 
ants, the three of them travelling 
throughout their territory, helping 
the new teachers, keeping track of 
the efficient teachers and promotirg 
them and also permitting them to 
know and drop the less capable ones. 

The government would have charge 
of the salary problem, raising the 
pay of those who showed themselves 
efficient and giving the work a more 
material future. This would produce 
an experienced body of instructors 
raising the standard of teaching year 
by year, the pupils getting the due 
benefit of this experience, giving 
them a broader knowledge with which 
to enter the world at the énd of their 
school days.
